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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 40, 44, 47, and 50-52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
US Patent 6,990,068 (hereinafter referred as "Saleh"). 

Regarding amended claims 40, 50 and claims 44, 47, 51, 52, Saleh discloses a 
communication system comprising: 

(a) a source network containing a source node (see Fig. 1, col. 3, lines 33-51); 

(b) a destination network containing a destination node (see Fig. 1, col. 3, lines 33-51); 

(c) wherein one of said source network and said destination network is a mesh network and 
one of said source network and said destination network is a ring-based network (see Fig. 1, col. 
2, lines 18-32, col. 3, lines 33-51); 

(d) wherein said destination network is a network other than the source network (see Fig. 1, 
col. 3, lines 33-51); 
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(e) a first connection between said source network and said destination network (see Fig. 1 , 
col. 4, lines 5-17); 

(f) a second connection between said source network and said destination network, wherein 
said second connection is not identical to said first connection (see Fig. 1, col. 4, and lines 5-17, 
23-44); 

(g) a first data set originating from said source node mad passing through said first 
connection (see Fig. 1, col. 4, lines 30-44); 

(h) a second data set comprising a copy of said first data set, the second data set passing 
through said second connection (see Fig. 1, col 4, lines 30-67). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-28, 30, 31, and 33-39 are allowed. 

5. Claims 41-43, 45, 46, and 49 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
